A writer  in  a late  Baptist  Record  pi  veil  a 
judge's  reason  why  crime  is  on  the  increase 
in  the  world — "That  men  have  lost  the 
sense  of  God,”  ami  then  gives  the  Bible  rea- 
sons for  auch  a state  of  alTaini,  " Becauao 
sentence  apamst  an  evil  worx  is  not  speed- 
ily executed  tlierefore  the  heart  of  the  sons 
of  men  ia  fully  act  in  them  to  i Jo  evil."  Men 
who  are  taking  broad  viewa  of  the  world 
nee  that  evil  ia  ou  the  increaae,  while  aome 
who  eau  aee  but  one  thiup  a«  a time  will  tell 
ou  the  world  ia  growing  better  becauae  the 
whisky  saloon  ia  being  driven  out.  It  aeeina 
to  be  a fact  that  the  church  has  lost  sight 
of  all  other  evils  and  are  fighting  the  Devil 
on  that  line  only. 

hTe  courts  make  it  hot  for  the  “blind 
tiger"  ami  crap-shooter  while  crimes  of  a 
greater  magnitude  are  laid  aside  from 
term  to  term  until  finally  thrown  out  of 
court  . The  church  has  about  abandoned 
all  discipline  unless  the  offending  member 
is  one  who  pays  notiiing  and  we  might  say 
discipline  in  the  family  ia  about  like  it  ia  in 
the  church — a thing  of  the  past,  but  the 
question  still  remains,  “Who  is  in  the 
blame!”  If  the  officers  of  the  law  are  to 
blame,  who  arc  to  blame  for  putting  them 
in  office!  We  have  just  had  a primary  elec- 
tion for  Congressman  ami  voted  for  four 
candidates  and  the  man  who  was  acknowl- 
edged by  all  to  be  equal  in  quaint, 
and  by  far  the  cleanest  morarty  s|s'aking. 
with  not  a blemish  on  his  character,  was 
the  hindmost  man  in  the  race.  How  does 
that  spell!  It  spells  and  reads  that  the 
people  themselves  are  to  blame.  The  time 
now  ia  that  our  best  men  cannot  afford  to 
run  for  any  office  of  importance,  his  clean- 
ness and  goodness  is  no  longer  a popular 
recommendation  to  the  voters.  We  can't 
lay  the  blame  on  the  Gospel  Ministry  as 
there  never  has  been  in  any  age  better 
preaching  anil  more  of  it  than  there  is  at 
this  day  and  time. 

There  has  never  been  a time  when  greater 
efforts  were  made  to  give  the  gospel  to  the 
world,  and  there  ia  more  Sunday  School 
work  done  than  ever  before  in  any  ape  of 
the  world  and  still  in  the  face  of  all. this 
why  tell  us  crime  is  on  the  increase  and 
the  question  is  unanswered  yet,  who  is  in  the 
blame!  The  scriptures  tell  us  that  in  the 
last  days  before  the  second  coming  of  our 
Lord  that  there  will  be  a great  falling 
away.  That  "upon  the  earth  distress  of  na- 
tions with  perplexity.  The  sea  and  the 
waves  (restless,  discontented)  roaring;  men 
looking  forward  to  things  coming  upon  the 
earth,  (society),  for  the  powers  of  the  heav- 
ens (eoelesiastieism)  shall  be  shaken — when 
yet  see  these  things  come  to  pass  then  know 
that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  night  at  hand, 
etc..”  Lake  28:25:28.. 

If  we  are  approaching  the  last  days  of 
the  age.  we  may  expect  perilous  times  such 
as  the  world  has  never  seen  before  nor  ever 
will  aee  again.  "And  because  iniquity  shall 
abound,  the  love  of  many  ahall  wax  cold. 
If  we  are  face  to  face  with  this  time,  we  can 
see  no  remedy  to  avert  it.  as  the  scripture 
ia  going  to  be  fulfilled.  The  best  we  can 
do  is  to  watch  and  pray,  and  rejoice  In-cause 


the  day  of  deliverance  is  at  hand  and  re- 
joice that  those  days  will  for  the  elect's  sake 
lie  shortened. 

We  have  a few  preachers  who  believe  that 
the  time  of  our  laird's  second  coining  is 
close  at  hand,  but  not  many  are  looking  and 
watching.  It  is  not  a popular  doctrine. 
Chnrchianity  is«m  w. sided  to  commercialism 
that  it  don't  want  anything  that  will  disturb 
present  conditions,  the  making  and  gather- 
ing money  and  riches. 

As  it  ia  to  be  the  bankers,  merchants  and 
ship-masters  who  are  going  to  lament  over 
the  fall  of  the  groat  symbolic  city  Babylon, 
we  may  reaaonably  believe  that  the  condi- 
tions just  mentioned  constitute  the  great 
city  of  Babylon  of  Revelation ; and,  if  its 
downfall  is  clots'  at  hand,  we  may  not  won- 
der if  the  world  is  gmwiug  more  wick<>d  and 
will  continue  to  tlo  so  till  He  cornea.

and  the  work  he  had  been  doing  for  the  in- 
stitution among  his  friends  during  the  sum- 
mer.

The  above  splendid  specimen  of  .young 
American  manhood,  graduated  from  Mis- 
sissippi College  with  the  first  honors  of  his 
class  in  June,  1904.  He  had  represented 
Mississippi  College  in  the  State  Oratorical 
Contest,  and  had  borne  all  the  honors  that 
a student  need  wish  to  bear  among  his  fel- 
low students.  During  the  years  of  hia  col- 
lege life  he  had  walked  among  us  ax  an  in- 
spiring example  of  what  a Christian  young 
man  may  be.  Stately  of  body,  strong  of 
intellect,  stalwart  of  character,  he  gave  ev- 
ery promise  of  future  usefulness. 

Immediately  after  his  graduation,  hi*  na- 
tive county  of  Tallahatchie  called  him  back 
to  become  principal  of  the  graded  school  at 
Charleston,  her  county  seat,  on  a aplendid 
salary.  Two  year*  later,  they  elected  him 
County  Superintendent  of  Education.  Dur- 
ing his  leisure  hours  and  vacation*  he  ap- 
plied himself  diligently  to  the  study  of  law. 
Then  he  went  to  the  law  school  at  I<ebanon. 
Tenn.,  where  he  graduated,  bearing  off 
again  the  first  honors  of  his  class.  When 
be  argued  his  first  case  before  a jury  the 
judge  e\|T.  ss.  great  admiration  and  sur 
prise  at  his  splendid  logic  and  powerful 
appeal.  He  had  formed  a partnerahip  with 
one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  north  Mis- 
sissippi, and  there  is  no  telling  what  he 
might  have  attained  in  life.

Stated  briefly,  then,  our  pur- 
pose Is  to  prevent  the  indiscrimi- 
nate destruction  of  bird*,  and  we 
keep  this  purpose  in  view  not 
from  sentimental  objection  to 
their  killiup  or  from  purely  hu- 
mane reasons,  hut  because  we  re- 
alize that  we  are  eonsiderinp  a 
question  of  the  comparative  value 
of  dead  birds  to  the  hunter  and 
of  live  birds  to  the  averape  citi- 
zen. Comparatively  few  persons 
are  interested  in  the|r  preserva- 
tion. Yet  in  the  past,  the  will 
of  the  majority  has  prevailed,  and 
to  satisfy  the  whims  of  a few.  im- 
mensely valuable  insect  destroy- 
ers an<l  crop  savers  have  been  de- 
stroyed. 

At  a later  date  we  expect  to  set 
forth  more  specific  consideration 
of  some  of  the  questions  merely 
touched  on  in  this  address  to  the 
people  of  Mississippi,  and  to  out- 
line our  plans  for  better  legisla- 
tion. bin!  study  fin  the  hcA>o1,  etc.
